Perhaps, the Yankees demonstrated their 


true ability more clearly in the last days of 
the pennant race this year than in the World 
Series.

New Cars for 1953 


Reports from Detroit indicate that the 
automobile industry is getting customer- 
conscious and will- make a strong bid to 
attract buyers in 1953. It is beginning to 
look as if the big automobile producers will 
make more changes in next year’s models 
than in any year since the end of World 
War IL. 

“Chrysfer is expected to put its new 
cars on the market in October and it is 
understood that there are major changes 
in the body designs of all four: Plymouth, 
Dodge, DeSoto: and Chrysler. .Dodge is ex- 
pected to come out with a new V-8 engine, 
140 horsepower. 

. General Motors is offering air-condition- 
ing units in the new Cadillacs and QOlds- 
mobiles. Both Buicks and Chevrolets :are 
‘expected to change to the V-8 type engine. 

Ford expects to introduce new cars.in 
November. While extensive body changes 
are not.-expected for the new Lincoln, 
Mercurys and Fords, the Mercurys and 
Fords may have new and more powerful 
engines.

-Early Wheat Beats Frost - 


From the Winnipeg Free Press 

A. W. Manchester, Jarvie, Alberta; 
farmer, has developed a strain of wheat 
which may be the answer to the short grow- 
ing season in northern Alberta. He farms in 
a district 80 miles northwest of Edmonton 

He says his wheat called “Early Harvest” 
matures two to three weeks ahead of other 
crops seeded at the same time under the 
same conditions. 

His wheat, developed by years of patient 
cross-breeding, heads out seven weeks after 
planting and yields 40 to 45 bushels an acre. 
Slower-maturing varieties used by Manches- 
ter yield iid to 70 bushels. °

Four Years 
Without A Strike 


General Motors President 
Charles E. Wilson reports in the 
September Reader’s Digest that 
GM’s “progress-sharing” plan has 
given the company four strikeless 
years.
